FKIGHTFÜL CYCLONE. 


Ohio Visited by an Awful Storni 


By Telegraph to TH« BBKroracb 


WASHINGTONC.H., Ohio, bept 9.—The 
tornado which fell upon this town last 
evening at 8 o'clock almost completely 
demolished it. 
Not a single store facing 
the central square out of forty was left 
intact, and a majority of them were 
leveled. 
About two hundred residences 
were destroyed and the stieets so filled 
with debris us to make them almost im- 
passible. Sheriif Rankin ordered out the 
militia, who took charge of and helped 
to get order out of the chaos. 
All the 
gas went out when the cyclone struck 
the city, aud as tlie works were destroy- 
ed, bou-tires had to be built in thestreets 
to light the searchers. 
The total known 
to 
be 
dead 
are 
five, 
and 
about 
fifty injured. 
One of the latter of these, 
the manager of the telephone exchange, 
was hurled across the street, had one 
arm, one leg and his collar bone broken. 
Some houses were lifted up, 
carried 
bodily 
several 
hundred 
feet 
and 
dashed to the ground 
With 
terrific 
force. 
The shattered fragments were 
then whirted "n some instances a quarter 
of a mile. 
The relief committee is at 
work. 
11 hv.u^es noi destroyed are 
thiown open to the homeless. 
Farmers 
are coming in by the dozens bringing 
food and bedding. 
E>ery hotel, bnnt^, 
church and business h use in town is 
démoli hed. 


ITS TUACK. 


CiNGiNNATJ, Sept. 9.—Roports from 
various parts of Ohio and Indiana show 
that y es tel day's storm which devastated 
Washington was widespread. In Miami 
county, Ohio, its course wj.s due east, at 
Colesville, that county, two barns were 
blown down and the dwelling of Mr. 
Winterstein was carried around and one 
side and end blown away. 
Three mem- 
bers of the family v/ere seriously hurt. 
On the other side of the Miami rivei a 
grain house was blown away and Berry 
Ramsey's frame house was blown from 
its foundation and wrecked. 
The path 
of the storm was from forty rods to half 
a mile wide. 


At Cambridge City, Ind., M. Shanks 
house was blown down aud Mrs. Shanks 
injured. 
At Dublin, several houses 
wrecked; at Seymour, Ind., and Napo- 
leon, Ohio, much damage is reported, 
but no lives lost. 
Advices from Oircle- 
ville, Ohio, are that last night's tornado 
liassed through that couniy a few miles 
south, blowing down fences and trees. 
A very heavy rain fell.

Indiana Parnellites In Session.

INDIANAPOLIS, 
Sept. 
9.—A 
large 
meeting was iield at Masonic Hall, to 
indorse Mr. Pamell in his present 
political career 
respecting 
Ireland 
Hon. John E. Lamb, of Terre Haute, 
presided, and a speech was made by 
Vice President Hendricks, and 
by 
Mayor McMaster. 
Resolutions were 
adopted of sympathy and encourage- 
ment with Mr. Parnell, and the Irish 
party. 
Mr. Hendricks, in the course of 
his speech, said: 
"What shall be the 
government of Ireland? 
For many 
years it has not been a controv^rtec:! 
question tliat Ireland has been dealt 
with hardly by England. 
It is known 
the world over that Ireland, from the 
days of Henry I. until this hour, has 
not had fair play from Great Britain. 
On the contrary she has been denied 
the rights of equal citzenship, and de- 
spoiled of her lands. 
Every Irishman 
here, every Irishman in America, is a 
protest against the bad government 
of England 
towards Ireland. 
How 
is it that you 
are 
here, 
having 
left 
almost 
the 
most 
beautiful 
country in the world? 
Perhaps no 
part of this globe is more attractive 
than Ireland. 
Why did you leave it ? 
Because you could not get good gov- 
ernment in Ireland. 
Forty-five years 
ago the population of Ireland 
was 


9 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 of people—a large population 
for a region of country only the size of 
Indiana. 
To-day, after 
a 
lapse 
of 
forty-five years, that population 
is 
only 
5 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 . 
A loss, in less than 
half a century, of 
4 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 of people; 
almost a half of the entire population 
gone from Ireland. 
I know the famine 
of 1843 had much to do with this, but 
bad government and cruelties 
by her 
landlords have done more than famine 
to depopulate the 
beautiful isle. 
I 
know it is a serious matter when a man 
or a woman chooses to leave the home 
of his or her ances'ors for many cen- 
turies. 
I chanced to pay a visit to the 
House of Commons a few years ago, 
and heard this cause. 
Mr. Parnell, 
then, as now, was the leader, and held 
that, in respect to her domestic aflairs, 
Ireland 
should 
have 
the 
right 
to make her own laws. 
There are 
this fall 100 members of Parliament to 
t>e elected by Ireland, and Mr. Parnell 
expects that of this number his cause 
would carry eighty or eighty-five, so 
that when Parliament meets there will 
be of true, tried, reliable friends of Tre- 
and there eighty, with the purpose of 
asserting the right of local self-govern- 
ment for Ireland. 
What a beautiful 
system that will be! 
They get it from 
you Irishmen in America. 
Here, as I 
said, is Indiana, about the same size as 
Ireland, differing not more in extent 
than half of Marion County, with a 
population not more than half as large 
as Ireland. 
We would allow no man 
to speak of taking from us the right 
and power of self-government. 
We 
recognize the right and power of the 
general government, but what affects 
you and me, and the people of In- 
diana with us, is that Indiana makes 
her own laws. 
The land trouble must 
be regulated na we regulate such mat- 
ters in Indiana—by legislation. 
From 
the soil no question can arise between 
the landlords and tenan ts, in Indiana, 
that is not regulated by our Legisla- 
ture. 
So Ireland must have a local 
self-government. 
Who 
in Indiana 
would trust to any other State to leg- 
islate for her schools, in the building 
up of her industries? 
So, according 
to Mr. Parnell, not only the agricul- 
tural classes, but the mechanics, the 
people of the cities and towns, must 
live, 
and 
when 
Ireland 
becomes 
clothed with the right and power of 
local self-government, these matters 
will be cared for. That is a doctrine 
so plainly expressed, and so powerful 
in its application to human interests, 
that it will never stop. 
I think this 
cause will go further than has been yet 
mentioned. 
It will result in just what 
we have in Indiana—a written Consti- 
tution, and that is what I hope to roe; 
reland to be governed by a written 
Constitution, in which the Parliament 
will be restricted, as oar Legislature is, 
by the Constitution of the State. 
Will 
it not be a grand sight, when in the 
city of Dublin there will meet a Con- 
stitutional Convention to form a Con- 
stitution for Ireland ? I observe Mr. 
Parnell favors only one branch, one 
parliamentary body. He is afraid of a 
House of Lords, perhaps, but he could 
lave, as we have. here, a Senate in its 
stead, and thus he saved from errors 
and faults of legislation. 
I do not 
know of anything that would give 
greater pleasure than to attend that 


convention in Dublin.

M A D R I D , Sept. 8.—Goimt Von Hntz- 
feldt, in his statement to Coant Beno- 
mar regarding the order that had been 
given to the German gunboat, meant 
that the gunboat had been forbidden to 
hoist the German flag where the Span- 
ish flag had already been hoisted. It 
is said the Spanish flag was hoisted 
before the German 
COIOTS, and Bis- 
marck says if Spain can prove it he 
will relinquish claims to the island, and 
withdraw his troops if Spain does, 
pending the arbitration. All is quiet 
at Madrid.

FRANCE. 


P A R I S , Sept. 8.—M. de Freycenet, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, is hurriedly 
returning to Paris, in consequence of 
the trouble occasioned by the Caroline 
affair. The Spanish residents at Mar- 
seilles threaten to attack the German 
ConsTil in that city. The newspapers 
of Paris, in commenting on the diffi- 
culty between Germany and Spain, in- 
sist that Prince Bismark is trying to 
embroil France in the affair. 


GREAT BBITAIN. 


L O N D O N , Sept 8.—Mr. Stead, the 
editor of the Pall Mall Gazette^ Mr& 
Jarre tt, B ram well Booth, Mrs. Coombe, 
Mrs. Jacques, and Mme. Maury, the 
defendants in the so-called abduction 
case, appeared in the Bow Street Police 
Court yesterday, in answer to charges 
against them. Mr. Stead conducted 
his own case, while counsel represented 
the others. 
Excitement in the court- 
room and in the vicinity, has seldom, if 
ever, been e(|ualed. The police were 
powerless to control the mob, who as- 
sembled to hear the proceedings. 


CUBA. 


HAVANA, Sept. 8.—About five thou- 
sand persons attended the meeting at 
the Spanish Casino, which ¡was called 
to take action in connection with the 
seizure of the Carolines by Germany. 
Enthusiastic speeches were made pledg- 
ing the lives and property of the citi- 
zens of Cuba in support of the Spanish 
government in case of war, A mer- 
chant, in the name of the merchants of 
Havana, offe ed $500,000 toward pur- 
chasing men-of-war. A resolution was 
adopted urging trading to be sus- 
pended, in relations with Germany, 
while negotiations are pending.
